REGULATIONS. 


1.  That  the  Society  be  denominated  the  Wor- 
cester Visiting  Society. 

2.  That  it  embrace  the  City  of  Worcester  and 
its  Vicinity  within  about  One  Mile  from  the  Cross. 

3.  That  its  object  be  to  investigate  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Poor,  and  to  afford  such  relief  to  them 
in  their  distress  as  its  funds  and  influence  shall 
admit,  and  as  the  failure  of  parochial  and  other 
sources  of  relief  shall  render  necessary. 

4.  That  the  first  endeavours  of  the  Society  be 
directed  to  a supply  of  Flannel  Clothing  or  Blan- 
kets, according  as  circumstances  may  require; 
the  Clothing  is  intended  to  be  given — the  Blan- 
kets to  be  lent. 

5.  That  the  next  object  be  to  find  occupation 
for  a certain  number  of  the  Poor  who  are  thrown 
out  of  employ,  it  being  distinctly  understood  that 
the  Society  cannot  hold  out  any  expectation  of 
finding  employment  for  any  considerable  number. 

6.  That  the  Society  consist  of  a Central  Com- 
mittee, and  of  Parochial  Visiting  Committees  in 
correspondence  with  it. 

7.  That  the  concerns  of  the  Society  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Central  Committee,  to  consist 
of  a President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secre- 
tary, and  twelve  subscribing  Members,  with 
power  to  add  to  their  number.  Subscribers  of 
one  guinea  and  upwards  annually,  and  the  Clergy 
and  Ministers  of  all  denominations  of  Christians, 
to  be  eligible  to  the  Committee,  three  to  form  a 
Board. 

8.  That  each  Parochial  Visiting  Committee 
shall  consist  of  at  least  two  Gentlemen,  and  as 
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many  Lady  Visitors  as  the  extent  of  the  Parish 
may  require,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enquire 
into  the  circumstances  of  the  Poor,  and  to  carry 
into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Society,  as  described 
in  the  third  regulation. 

9.  That  the  Central  Committee  meet  once  a 
fortnight  for  the  present,  and  that  each  Parochial 
Committee  meet  once  a week,  to  receive  the  Re- 
ports of  their  respective  Visitors,  and  to  make 
Reports  to  the  Central  Committee. 

10.  That  each  Parochial  Committee  shall  ap- 
point its  own  Secretary,  and  that  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  draw  up  and  transmit  the  Parochial 
Reports  to  the  Central  Committee,  and  any  other 
information  he  may  think  useful. 

11.  That  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Central  Committee  be  to  draw  up  the  General 
Reports,  to  summon  the  General  Meetings,  and 
to  take  charge  of  the  Papers  of  the  Society. 

12.  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  lake 
charge  of  the  Funds  of  the  Society,  to  keep  the 
Bankers’  Account,  and  to  make  the  Payments  to 
the  Parochial  Committees  under  the  direction  of 
the  Central  Committee. 

13.  That  the  first  General  Meeting  of  the  Sub- 
scribers and  Friends  of  the  Society  be  held  in  the 
month  of  May  next. 

Note  to  Regulation  7. — A donation  of  Ten 
Guineas  and  upwards  confers  the  privileges  of  an 
Annual  Subscription  of  One  Guinea.

REPORT 


OF 

THE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE 

WORCESTER  VISITING  SOCIETY. 


The  Central  Committee  of  the  Worcester 
Visiting  Society,  in  presenting  this  their  first 
Annual  Report,  have  the  gratification  of  inform- 
ing the  Subscribers  and  Friends  of  the  Institution, 
that  the  results  of  their  practical  experience  in 
the  working  of  the  Society  are  such  as  to  have 
fulfilled  their  most  sanguine  expectations;  and, 
considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  they 
have  laboured,  far  beyond  what  they  could  have 
ventured  to  contemplate. 

A system  of  visiting  the  habitations  of  the  poor 
has  been  established — relief  has  been  afforded  to 
the  necessitous — encouragement  to  the  deserving 
— employment  to  those  who  were  in  want  of  it, 
as  far  as  the  limited  means  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Society  would  allow. 

Your  Committee  will  not  attempt  to  disguise 
that  they  have  met  with  and  still  continue  to  meet 
with  difficulties,  and  that  some  of  these  difficulties 
are  of  such  a nature  as  to  call  for  the  most  serious 
consideration.  Notwithstanding  the  kind  and 
benevolent  exertions  of  their  Visitors,  many  of 
whom  have  been  unwearied  in  their  attention  to 
the  districts  under  their  superintendence,  some 
parts  of  the  town  have  hitherto  been  scarcely,  if  at 
all,  brought  under  the  operations  of  the  Society, 
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in  consequence  of  the  want  of  active  and  intelli- 
gent individuals  willing  to  undertake  the  duty  of 
visiting  them.  In  such  situations  the  objects  of 
the  Institution  have  not  been  in  any  measure 
obtained.  In  other  parts,  again,  the  Visitor  has 
had  a most  painful  duty  to  perform,  arising  from 
the  extreme  distress  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the 
very  limited  means  of  affording  relief.  The 
Committee  earnestly  entreat  their  fellow  Citizens 
to  come  forward  to  remedy  these  defects,  by  assist- 
ing them  with  their  time  and  affording  their 
utmost  pecuniary  aid  ; by  which  the  Society  may 
at  once  be  provided  with  the  means  of  relief,  and 
with  Visitors  willing  and  capable  of  distributing 
such  relief. 

The  Committee  are  desirous  of  cabins;  the  at- 
tention  of  the  Meeting  to  two  very  important 
parts  of  this  Institution — the  employment  of  those 
among  the  poor  who  are  unable  to  obtain  work  at 
their  accustomed  occupations,  and  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  deposit  system. 

It  has  been  stated  that  relief  is  not  the  primary 
object  of  this  Institution.  The  Committee  beg  to 
explain  this  statement  :• — the  relief  of  the  poor  is 
the  end  and  substance  of  all  our  undertakings  ; 
but  it  is  not  such  relief  as  will  enable  the  in- 
dolent and  ill-disposed  to  eat  the  bread  of  idle- 
ness ; it  is  such  relief  as  is  calculated  to  encourage 
industry  and  forethought — the  finding  of  employ- 
ment for  those  who  are  willing  to  labour,  though 
unable  to  procure  work,  and  the  assisting  the 
poor  generally,  toobtainthat  bestof  all  relief, — that 
which  they  may  possess  through  their  own  exer- 
tions, by  teaching  them  habits  of  providence,  and 
encouraging  them  to  lay  by  in  store  in  the  day 
of  comparative  abundance,  against  the  time  when 
from  sickness,  want  of  work,  inclemency  of 
season,  or  other  cause,  more  or  less  of  want  and 
privation  may  be  expected  to  occur. 
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The  employment  of  the  poor  is  an  object  which 
has  much  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Committee, 
and  they  are  enabled  to  point  to  some  works  of 
considerable  importance  to  the  Public,  which 
have  been  in  part  undertaken  for  this  purpose. 

The  system  of  deposits  has  been  partially 
carried  into  effect.  In  many  districts  considerable 
sums  have  been  received  from  the  poor,  who  are, 
now  that  the  time  of  drawing  their  deposits  has 
arrived,  reaping  the  benefits  of  their  providence 
and  forethought;  and,  in  most  instances,  have  ex- 
pressed themselves  extremely  grateful  for  the 
relief  thus  afforded  to  them,  by  the  preservation 
and  return  with  increase  of  that  pittance  which 
would  otherwise,  but  too  probably,  have  been 
frittered  away,  or  perhaps  spent  in  waste.  It 
is  scarcely  necessary  to  point  out  the  causes 
why  this  system  has  not  been  carried  more 
extensively  into  practice.  It  may,  however, 
be  observed,  that  the  late  great  commercial  dis- 
tress undoubtedly  operated  much,  in  preventing 
thepoorfrom  havingit  in  theirpower  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunities  of  depositing  afford- 
ed them  ; and  that  the  imperfect  manner  in  which 
some  districts  and  indeed  nearly  all  parts  of  the  city 
during  the  prevalence  of  the  late  awful  epidemic, 
were  visited,  is  sufficient  to  account  for  the  limited 
success  hitherto  obtained.  It  is,  however,  most 
gratifying  to  find,  that  wherever  it  has  been  fairly 
tried,  there  the  system  has  succeeded,  and  the 
poor  have  expressed  themselves  strongly  in  favour 
of  it. 

The  Committee  cannot  conclude  their  Report 
without  urging  upon  the  Parochial  Secretaries 
and  their  respective  Committees,  the  extreme  im- 
portance of  giving  their  diligent  attention  to  the 
making  themselves  acquainted  with,  and  carrying, 
into  full  effect,  the  details  of  this  most  important 
branch  of  the  operations  of  the  Society. 


Ihe  Worcester  Visiting  Society  in  Account  with  the  Treasur 
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GENERAL 


OBSERVATIONS,  AND  INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  VISITORS. 


1.  THE  object  of  this  Society  is  to  benefit  the  poor  in  the 
Town,  whether  parishioners  or  not,  by  teaching  them  habits  of 
frugality,  cleanliness  and  forethought  ; so  as  to  turn  their  in- 
dustry, while  in  health  and  occupation,  to  their  account  when  in 
affliction  or  out  of  work. 

2.  Relief  is  to  be  considered  only  as  an  auxiliary  to  a greater 
end  ; and  it  is  hoped  that  under  the  operations  of  this  Society, 
many  who  are  now  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  others,  will 
find  that  they  are  able  to  supply  themselves  with  the  real  neces- 
saries of  life,  and  with  many  comforts  in  sickness. 

3.  It  is  important  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  poor,  that 
if  they  “Take  care  of  the  pence,  the  pounds  will  take  care  of 
themselves,”  and  that  “ every  little  helps.”  By  the 
system  of  small  savings,  it  will  soon  appear  to  the  poor  themselves, 
that  they  have  it  in  their  power,  with  a little  provident  manage- 
ment, to  meet  all  the  common  exigencies  of  life. 

4.  The  Plan  of  district  visiting  affords  every  possible  facility 
to  the  encouragement  of  this  practice  ; 1st,  by  taking  the  smallest 
sums  that  the  poor  can  lay  by;  and  2nd,  by  taking  it  at  their 
own  habitations  ; in  both  which  respects  the  Society  goes  further 
than  the  Savings’  Bank,  and  may  be  considered  as  a nursery  for 
that  admirable  Institution. 
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5.  The  districts  should  be  visited  weekly  at  least,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, on  Mondays  for  deposits,  as  the  poor  generally  receive 
their  earnings  at  the  end  of  the  week.  It  is  very  important  that 
the  time  for  collecting  the  deposits  should  be  as  regular  as  pos- 
sible, inasmuch  as  it  the  money  is  not  thus  taken,  it  will  probably 
soon  find  another  direction  ; but  occasional  visits  will  be  of 
great  importance  at  uncertain  times. 

6.  In  order  to  be  fully  in  possession  of  the  situation  of  the 
poor,  those  who  do  not  deposit  should  also  be  visited,  that  needful 
counsel  may  be  rendered  them,  or  assistance  of  any  kind  when 
required.  It  is  strongly  recommended  to  the  Visitors  to 
interest  themselves  in  the  families  of  the  poor  of  their  respective 
divisions,  and  to  impart  those  kind  suggestions  which  may  lead 
to  improvement  in  their  habits  and  management. 

7.  During  the  winter  months,  the  sick,  the  aged,  and  those 
incapable  of  work,  may  be  allowed  a relief  ticket ; but  except  in 
very  extreme  cases,  the  whole  value  of  the  relief  must  not  exceed 
one  shilling  per  week. 

8.  In  affording  temporary  relief  under  affliction  or  distress 
money  should  never  be  given,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  District 
should  be  consulted  as  to  the  best  means  of  applying  the  relief 
in  particular  cases.  As  much  as  possible,  the  case  is  to  be 
referred  to  specific  charities.  No  relief  should  be  given  by  a 
Visitor  from  the  funds  of  the  Society,  to  any  one  out  of  the 
Visitor’s  District. 

9.  In  cases  of  extreme  distress  where  it  may  be  judged  neces- 
sary to  give  flannel  clothing,  the  Visitor  must  inform  the 
Secretary  of  the  district,  who  will  obtain  an  order  for  the  same 
from  the  Central  Committee. 

10.  While  the  Society  is  glad  by  timely  assistance  to  keep  up 
a feeling  of  independence  in  any  distressed  persons  who  have 
never  had  parish  relief,  it  forms  no  part  of  its  plan  to  relieve  the 
Poors’  rates  ; it  is  therefore  incumbent  on  Visitors  to  see  that  the 
suffering  poor  have  proper  parochial  assistance ; and  in  any 
case  where  it  is  withheld,  reference  should  be  made  to  the  re- 
spective Committees. 

11.  Any  reasonable  sum  may  be  received,  occasionally,  in 
deposits,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Visitor  ; but  the  whole  amount 
of  premium,  whatever  may  be  the  sum  deposited,  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  five  shillings. 
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12.  Deposits  should  be  received  only  at  the  habitations  of  the 
Depositors. 

13.  Deposits  to  be  returned  only  by  filling  up  a printed  order, 
specifying  the  article  for  which  the  order  is  given,  whether  for 
Rent,  Coals,  Clothing,  or  Food,  &c. 

14.  The  order  must  be  filled  up  in  ink,  not  in  pencil ; and 
the  amount  ordered  written  in  words,  n ot  in  figures  only.  The 
number  of  the  District  should  be  inserted  in  all  orders  given 
for  the  return  of  deposits,  and  all  erasures  and  alterations  must 
be  carefully  avoided. 

15.  The  premium  of  sixpence  is  allowed  upon  every  four  shil- 
lings, drawn  out  between  the  1st  of  November  and  the  30th  of 
April.  Observe, — Sixpence  upon  every  four  shillings,  not 
three-halfpence  upon  every  shilling. 

16.  Any  Visitor  finding  that  a Depositor  has  a receipt  card 
given  in  the  former  residence  of  such  Depositor,  should  inform 
the  Visitor  who  had  given  such  card,  of  such  Depositor’s  removal, 
in  order  that  the  amount  deposited  may  not  only  be  discharged 
from  the  former  Visitor’s  book,  but  correctly  inserted  in  that  of 
the  Visitor,  who,  in  future,  would  receive  the  deposits. 

17.  It  is  most  important  for  the  Visitors  to  meet  the  Secre- 
tary of  their  respective  districts  the  day  of  every  month, 

to  deliver  in  their  accounts  for  the  month  and  receive  Ihe 
amount — to  consult  respecting  any  peculiar  case  which  may 
arise,  and  to  confer  together  on  the  general  circumstances  of  the 
poor — without  which  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  the  Society  with  any  thing  like  regularity.  When  it 
is  impracticable  for  the  Visitor  to  attend  personally,  the  Report 
and  Accounts  should  be  transmitted  to  the  Parochial  Secretary, 
in  time  for  the  meeting. 

18.  The  Parochial  Secretaries  are  requested  to  send  to  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Central  Committee  with  their  deposits, 
the  name  of  the  Visitor,  along  with  the  number  of  the  district,  in 
order  that  the  deposits  may  be  correctly  posted  to  the  various 
accounts,  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  sums  withdrawn.
